EDITORIAL ADVISORY BOARD 

1 . Composition • - 

The Editorial Advisory Board comprises up to five members appointed 
by the ANA President; in addition, the Executive Director will be an 
ex-officio member. Members serve at the pleasure of the president and 
will be listed in each issue of The Numismatist , the Association's 
official organ, and First Strike , the ANA'S quarterly publication for 
emerging numismatists . 


2 . Duties 

The Board will meet annually at the ANA's anniversary conventions to 
review the editorial mission, goal, direction and plan of the ANA's 
three publications -- The Numismatist , First Strike and The ANA 
Communique (the Association's quarterly newsletter); to offer 
comments and suggestions concerning the publications ' past 
performance and direction; and to review/appoint Contributing 
Editors . 


CONTRIBUTING EDITORS 
1 . Composition 

To be reviewed/appointed by the Editorial Advisory Board. 


2 . Duties 

Contributing Editors will review submitted manuscripts for The 
Numismatist and First Strike in their respective areas of expertise 
and will offer their recommendations. (It is suggested that the 
roster of Contributing Editors not be identical for both 
publications, athough some individuals may serve both.)

When manuscripts arrive in the editorial office, they will be 
acknowledged immediately with a postcard, indicating that the 
manuscript has been received and that it will be reviewed within the 
next 45-60 days by members of the editorial staff and Contributing 
Editors . 

Once or twice each month, copies of manuscripts will be mailed to the 
appropriate Contributing Editors. Accompanying each article will be 
an evaluation sheet. Editors will be given up to two weeks to review 
each manuscript. 

Contributing Editors will be listed in each issue of The Numismatist 
and First Strike. Such editors receive no remuneration for their 
services , but perhaps certificates of appointment would be issued and 
letters of appreciation presented annually. 

As part of their responsibilities, editors may be asked to write one 
article or two book reviews each calendar year for publication in The 
Numismatist or First Strike . For feature articles, they will be paid 
the established rate.

RE: REVITALIZING THE CORRESPONDENCE COURSE PROGRAM 

Since January 1, when I assumed the position of Educational 
Services Director for ANA, one of my first priorities has been to 
revitalize our correspondence course program. Frankly, it has been in 
the doldrums for sometime. I have spoken with a number of people who 
have been involved with the program and, with their help, have 
formulated a plan of action. 

Plans are being developed to streamline the administration of the 
program so that students can move more easily and more quickly through 
the entire course. As for the course itself, much of it was written 
more than a decade ago. It needs to be revised and additional 
chapters must be included. What we intend to produce is a single 
correspondence course that is designed for both beginning adult and 
young (precocious 14 year olds and older) numismatists. The text 

should be dynamic and contemporary and should include pertinent 
visuals wherever appropriate. The course will be available to 
everyone, not just ANA members. 

However, we need your help to accomplish all of this fairly 
quickly. Would you be willing to revise the chapter and test that you 
wrote quite some time ago? As I envision it, most of the chapters 
could be revised in a few evenings.

- You should presume that most of the students will have only a 
basic numismatic knowledge base. 

- We hope the course is challenging but not so difficult so 
that people are deterred. 

- The text should be dynamic and contemporary, fun and 
interesting . 

- Please include pertinent visuals wherever appropriate. 

- Write captions for each visual. 

- Ideally, each chapter should conclude with 20 objective 

test questions (true/false, multiple choice, matching, fill 
in 

the blank). Objective tests, though far from perfect, can, 
at 

least, be quickly graded by the ANA staff and the results 
sent 

back quickly to the students. 

- Update your biographical sketch. If there is not one then 
please write one. Do not be bashful. 

I would greatly appreciate receiving your revised chapter 


within six weeks. Our goal is to have the entire program up and 
running by July of this year. I would expect that you would like to 
see how your chapter looks before it is sent to the printer. If that 
is the case, simply make a notation to that effect when you return 
your revised chapter.

1. Teams are comprised of three numismatists — a captain and 
two teammates . 

2. If need be, it will be the team captain that makes the 
team's official response to questions. 

3. The competition will consist of two halves, with 25 
questions each half. 

4. Teams will accumulate points by correctly answering 
questions to the satisfaction of the expert judge. 

5. Judge's decisions are final. 

6. Each question will have a preassigned point value known 
to the teams . 

7. Points are deducted from a team's score for questions 
that are answered incorrectly. 

8 . The last team to answer a question correctly chooses the 
next question category and point value. 

9. Questions are tossed out to all teams. Whichever team 
responds first gets first opportunity to answer the 
question. If their answer is incorrect, then the team 
that responds second gets a chance to answer, and so on. 


10. The two teams with the highest point totals on the first 
evening and the two teams with the highest point totals 
on the second evening earn berths in the finals. The 
team with the highest point total in the finals is the 
World Series Champion, forevermore (or at least for that 
night ! ) .
